Junior College and 
Columbian Combined 


Acting on a Faculty Senate recom- 
mendation, the Board of Trustees voted 
to incorporate the program of the 31- 
year-old Junior College into that of 
Columbian College, beginning Septem- 
ber 1. 

The Columbian College program, 
thus expanded, will be renamed 
Columbian College of Arts and Sci- 
ences. The total program will be ad- 
ministered by Dean Calvin D. Linton, 
now Dean of Columbian College. Dean 
George M. Koehl, presently Dean of 
the Junior College, will assume the 
role of Associate Dean of Columbian 
College of Arts and Sciences. 

Dean Linton said the change will 
eliminate much administrative overlap- 
ping and an unnecessary break in the 
student’s four-year program. He pointed 
out that when the Junior College was 
founded, it filled a need for a two- 
year program; this need no longer 
exists, since the majority of students 
today enter with the intention of com- 
pleting a four-year course. 


First Woman President 
Of Student Council Dies 


Mrs. Anne Labat, AB 42, who will 
be remembered by her classmates as 
Anne Blackistone, first woman presi- 
dent of the Student Council, died May 
7 in her Lakewood, Ohio, home. Mrs. 
Labat is survived by her husband, the 
Rev. Stewart Labat, former pastor of 
Ascension Chapel, Episcopal Church in 
Gaithersburg, Md., and two sons, John 
S., 11, and Woodall B., 9, all of the 
Lakewood home.
